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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


During  the  past  year  increasing  interest  of  our  people  in  public 
health  work  is  noticeable  and  gratifying.  It  is  encouraging  indeed 
to  the  Health  Officer  to  have  the  support  of  more  and  more  citizens. 

The  school  children  are  showing  their  growing  interest  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  health  and  give  close  attention  to  all  talks 
by  the  Health  Officer. 

Owing  to  the  vigilance  of  teachers  fewer  cases  of  contagious  dis- 
eases have  occurred  than  during  the  previous  year. 

The  Health  Officer  recommends  the  careful  and  regular  inspec- 
tion of  all  school  children  by  a  physician.  Parents  are  requested 
and  urged  to  report  to  the  Health  Officer  all  suspected  or  doubtful 
cases  of  any  contagious  disease  or  skin  eruption. 

Inspection  of  school  buildings  shows  improvements  made  during 
the  year. 

I  must  again  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  Records 
of  Birth  which  should  be  filed  with  your  Town  Clerk. 

Aside  from  pneumonia  and  tuberculosis  we  have  had  no  deaths 
reported  of  contagious  diseases  in  the  past  year. 

Illustrated  lectures  for  the  purpose  of  education  with  special 
reference  to  the  dangers  of  venereal  diseases  have  been  given  and 
well  attended. 

The  appropriation  for  sewers  which  the  town  made  last  year  was 
commendable  and  I  recommend  the  extension  of  such  service  to 
other  sections. 

Milk  inspection:  With  the  assistance  of  Dr.  D.  K.  Eastman  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  practically  all  the  cows  in  Milford 
have  been  given  the  tuberculin  test  and  general  conditions  are 
good,  only  one  cow  being  condemned.  There  is  great  need  for  im- 
provements in  housing  conditions  of  cattle. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officers,  the  members  of  the  Central 
Penobscot  Public  Health  Association,  the  Red  Cross,  the  teachers 
and  all  the  other  public  spirited  citizens  who  have  so  cordially 
co-operated  and  liberally  contributed  to  the  health  work  in  our 
community.

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TOWN  OF  MILFORD  SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  other  Citizens  ot 
Milford: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  of  schools  for  the  year  end- 
ing March,  1922. 

(Some  statistical  information  is  given  in  the  Appendix). 

The  Grammar  School  with  a  registration  of  seventy  pupils  in- 
cluding Grades  6,  7  and  8  continued  during  the  spring  term  under 
the  instruction  of  Mrs.  Lelia  Tripp  who  is  a  prepared  teacher  of 
much  experience.  Mrs.  Tripp's  service  here  fully  demonstrated 
the  fact  that  she  understands  her  business.  The  large  class  that 
graduated  in  June  reflected  credit  on  its  teacher  and  itself  and  is 
worthy  of  commendation. 

Mrs.  Veda  Madden,  a  normal  school  graduate  of  successful  teach- 
ing experience  in  the  grades  and  as  a  "Helping  Teacher",  succeeded 
to  the  work  of  Grades  7  and  8  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  with 
most  satisfactory  results. 

Miss  Alma  Preble  taught  Grades  4  and  5  during  the  spring  term 
and  4  and  one  of  two  divisions  of  5  thruout  the  fall  and  the  winter 
term.  Miss  Preble  has  unusual  patience  with  children  and  they  re- 
spond in  terms  of  affection.  Marked  progress  has  been  made  since 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  in  reading  and  in  arithmetic.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  grades  will  attain  to  the  required  standard 
before  the  close  of  the  year. 

Miss  Hazel  Oakes,  a  trained  and  experienced  teacher  of  much 
professional  skill,  taught  Grade  6  and  one  division  of  Grade  5  dur- 
ing the  fall  term  and  signally  raised  the  standard  of  efficiency  in 
these  grades  which  came  to  her  rather  poorly  prepared  for  the 
work.  Miss  Oakes  did  not  choose  to  resume  her  work  in  the  win- 
ter and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Virginia  Holmes,  trained  and  of 
previous  experience,  who  continued  with  normal  methods  of  in- 
struction which  were  attended  by  excellent  progress. 

Miss  Lena  Tripp,  partial  normal  course  and  experienced,  taught 
Grade  3  in  the  spring  and  conducted  some  classes  from  the  gram- 
mar school.  Miss  Tripp  is  a  capable  teacher  who  is  much  inter- 
ested in  her  work. 
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Mrs.  Flora  LeBree,  experienced,  entered  upon  her  duties  in 
September  and  has  Grades  2  and  3  in  her  room  (Mayhew  Building). 
Mrs.  LaBree  is  a  competent  teacher  and  does  excellent  work.  (Sum- 
mer school  attendance,  1921).  / 

Miss  Edna  Littlefield,  who  has  been  teaching  in  Milford  since  her 
graduation  from  normal  school,  1920,  has  been  in  full  charge  of 
Grades  1  and  2  until  their  removal  to  the  new  building  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  school  year.  Grade  1  is  now  in  her  room 
and  Grade  2  comes  into  this  room  twice  daily  for  recitations.  Miss 
Littlefield  has  proven  herself  well  fitted  for  and  adapted  to  the 
profession  which  she  has  chosen. 

Miss  Susan  C.  Pratt,  special,  came  weekly  to  teach  writing  cr 
drawing  in  which  work  she  is  always  efficient. 

Mrs.  Dora  Dowe  continued  thruout  the  year  in  the  Costigan 
school  with  general  satisfaction  to  all  concerned.  Very  pleasant 
relations  existed  between  the  children  and  the  teacher  and  gord 
progre~s  was  made.  The  teacher  of  all  grades  must  necessarily 
have  many  recitations  daily  and  only  a  brief  period  of  time  can  be 
given  to  each  class. 

Congested  conditions  in  the  schools  cannot  produce  the  best  re- 
sults. At  the  close  of  the  spring  terms  some  children  failed  of 
promotion  and  several  were  promoted  conditionally  but  the 
progress  has  been  such  that  the  prospect  is  encouraging.  The  new 
school  t  building  and  the  addition  of  another  teacher  relieves  the 
congestion  and  should  be  attended  with  better  results. 

(Nearly  all  of  the  teachers  have  attended  one  or  more  terms  of 
summer  school). 

Teachers  who  arrive  at  the  schoolhouse  at  least  one-half  h^ur 
before  school  and  remain  after  school  to  attend  to  derails  for  the, 
morrow  are  more  useful  than  those  who  come  at  their  convenience 
and  leave  hurriedly  at  the  close  of  school  with  n^  plans  formulated 
for  the  work  of  the  following  day. 

A  normal  course  increases  a  teacher's  efficiency  and  makes  her 
a  more  desirable  instructor.    Progressive  teachers  will  avail  them 
reives  of  opportunities  for  improvement  which  may  come  thru  the 
summer  schools  which  are  open  for  professional  training  and  con- 
venient for  those  who  cannot  attend  normal  school. 

MAYHEW  BULIDING 

This  fine  modern  building  accommodates  Grades  1,  2  and  3.  The 
school  rooms  are  spacious  and  well  suited  iii  every  respect  to  the 
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needs  of  these  grades.  The  location  of  this  building  is  desirable 
and  the  grounds  sufficiently  extensive  for  the  activities  of  the 
children  during  playtime.  The  children  are  very  happy  here  and 
undisturbed  by  association  with  older  children. 


TEXT  BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES 

The  cost  of  text  books  and  other  supplies  was  large  in  the 
aggregate  but  the  average  cost  per  child  was  small.  It  was 
necessary  to  replace  many  books  and  a  large  amount  of  paper  war 
necessary  for  use  in  the  grades.  The  present  need  for  text  books 
has  been  very  largely  met  but  the  appropriation  should  not  be 
smaller  than  that  of  last  year. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY 

Each  teacher  is  provided  with  a  Ccurse  of  Study  which  is  fur- 
nished by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  with  the  required 
amount  of  work  clearly  outlined  for  each  grade.  This  preclude  • 
the  possibility  of  any  misunderstanding  as  to  what  constitutes  the 
right  standard  for  promotion. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  teachers  are  instructed  to  devote  a  specified  amount  of  time 
each  day  to  prcmoting  the  physical  welfare  of  the  children.  The 
outline  is  prepared  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
embraces  personal  hygiene,  community  sanitation  and  physical 
education.    These  pamphlets  have  been  given  to  the  teachers. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION 

The  medical  inspection  of  the  pupils  of  the  schools  of  the  town 
by  Dr.  Latno  was  a  distinct  advantage  to  the  schools  as  a  whole 
and  to  the  individual  child.  Cases  of  physical  unfitness  are  thus 
noted  and  reported  to  parents  for  correction  which  otherwise  might 
continue  unnoticed  for  an  indefinite  time.  Teachers  are  also  made 
aware  of  cases  where  the  physical  condition  unfits  the  child  for 
school  attendance.  . 
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NOON  LUNCH 

The  Noon  Lunch  is  receiving  much  favorable  attention  nearly 
everywhere  and  our  teachers  have  not  been  remiss  in  their  attempt 
to  serve  the  children  at  least  one  warm  dish  at  noon.  With  cook- 
ing facilities,  soups,  baked  potatoes,  mashed  potatoes,  milk  toast 
and  simple  puddings  are  easily  and  inexpensively  prepared. 

When  it  is  not  convenient  for  children  to  bring  groceries  the 
teacher  will  advise  them  as  to  the  amount  which  they  may  con- 
tribute each  week  toward  defraying  the  cost  of  food. 

The  Mayhew  and  the  Costigan  school  have  had  the  use  of  oil 
stoves  which  have  been  lent  in  the  interest  of  the  Noon  Lunch. 

The  school  in  the  Mayhew  Building  have  raised  money  thru  the 
cooperation  of  the  people  for  promoting  this  work. 

PHONOGRAPHS 

The  phonograph  affords  much  entertainment  for  the  children  and 
is  used  profitably  by  the  teachers  in  school  work  but  one  hardly 
meets  the  needs  of  both  buildings.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  phono- 
graph will  ~ocn  be  purchased  for  the  Mayhew  School. 

PLAYGROUND  APPARATUS 

The  advent  of  the  following  would  be  hailed  with  joy  by  the 
children: 

Slides,  Swings,  Horizontal  Bar  Outfit,  Jump  Standards,  etc. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  new  Waynne  School  wagon  affords  most  comfortable  trans- 
portation. The  regulations  which  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Schools  proposed  frr  scheduled  time  of  arrival  and  departure  is  a 
distinct  advantage  to  all  concerned. 

OUTHOUSE— COSTIGAN 

I  am  calling  your  attention  to  the  outhouse  which  does  not 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  effective  September  1, 
1924.    The  following  from  "School  Laws  of  Maine:" 
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"On  and  after  the  first  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-four,  all  school  buildings  or  buildings  used  for  school  pur- 
poses shall  be  provided  with  toilet  facilities  that  shall  be  installed 
in  such  manner  and  location  as  to  insure  privacy,  cleanliness  and 
supervision  by  teachers  and  that  shall  meet  at  least  one  of  the 
following  minimum  requirements: 

(a)  Flush  closets  connected  with  sewer,  filter  bed,  septic  tanks 
or  protected  cesspool  with  separate  compartments  for  the  sexes, 
accessible  only  by  separate  passageways  from  school  rooms  or 
Corridors. 

(b)  Chemical  closets,  of  such  types  and  manufacture  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  state  superintendent  of  public  schools,  with  sepa- 
rate compartments  for  the  sexes  accessible  only  by  separate  pass- 
ageways from  school  rooms  or  corridors. 

(c)  Privies  located  in  attached  buildings  provided  with  separate 
compartments  for  the  sexes,  accessible  only  by  separate  ventilated 
passageways  from  school  rooms  or  corridors  and  constructed  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  vault  of  said  privy  shall  be  at  least  ten 
feet  from  the  nearest  school  room  wall  and  adjacent  to  the  outside 
wall  of  the  building  in  which  said  privy  is  located." 

CONCLUSION 

Thanking  the  Town  Officers  and  all  others  for  consideration  and 
cooperation,  I  respectfully  submit  this  report.

Committee  and  the  parents,  who  have  helped'  to  make  the  school 
year  a  successful  one.

To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of 
Milf  ord : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  my  work  in  Milford  schools 
during  the  past  year. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Palmer  Method  for  use  in  your  schools, 
my  work  in  penmanship  has  been  conducted  along  the  lines  laid 
down  in  the  manuals  of  that  company.  The  work  of  Milford  chil- 
dren compares  most  favorably  with  that  of  children  any  other 
system  of  schools  of  which  I  have  knowledge,  and  their  interest 
and  effort  is  most  gratifying. 

The  work  in  the  other  branch  under  my  direction  is  also  satis- 
factory in  interest  and  effort.  The  time-honored  sentence,  'Art  is 
long  and  Time  is  fleeting"  sums  up  in  itself  the  reason  why  the 
teaching  of  drawing  in  grade  schools  does  not  produce  artists  in 
numbers.  The  full  curriculum  of  the  present  day  allows  a  com- 
paratively short  time  for  work  that  requires  time,  concentration, 
and  much  individual  attention.  It  has  been  my  aim  to  teach  the 
fundamentals  of  form  color,  and  design,  together  with  a  certain 
amount  of  drawing  from  objects,  in  such  a  way  that  all  pupil- 
will  learn  to  use  their  eyes  and  hands;  and  that  certain  of  them 
in  whom  there  lies  dormant  exceptional  ability  along  artistic  lines, 
may  learn  their  own  possibilities,  and  carry  the  work  further  at 
some  future  day. 

Milford  seems  to  have  exceptionally  good  fortune  in  keeping  her 
schools  in  the  hands  of  willing  and  capable  instructors.  The 
present  teaching  force  is  no  exception  to  the  rule.  To  them,  and 
to  the  Superintendent  herself,  I  am  indebted  for  much  courtesy ; 
care,  and  intelligent  cooperation.
